Another interesting feature in the proc eeding rs of the meeting was the 
discussion evoked by a letter ad lressed to the President of the Board by Mr 
Lionel L. Alexander, the Honorary 8 Sec retary, on the new ci parture initiated 
by the Russo-Jewish Committee. Aas our readers are aware, 
organisation has determined to modify the arrangements hitherto existin 
between it and the Board, and to create its own machinery for dealing with 
the cases coming within its province. This decision is not unnaturally viewed 
by the Board with considerable disapproval, but it has been reserved for Mr. 
Alexander, who has resigned his seat on the Russian Committee, to express that 
disapproval in the most tangible and the most pronounced form. No doubt, 
some of the questions of principle which Mr. Alexandey raise= in his letter 
are worthy of consideration, Duplication of charitable az neles, covering 
the same ground, is certainly undesirable a priori. Dispe rsion, too, rather than 
concentration is the object that ought to be aimed at in the treatment of the 


foreign poor—though it does not appear that the scheme of the Russian — 


Committee necessarily involves a reversal of this sound poliey. On the con- 
trary, one of the Committee's resolutions distinctly states that “it is 
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desirable to stimulate dispersion of immigrants.” But even if the theoretica 
arguments against the action of the Russo-Jewish Committee were more 
convineing than they are, it would still have strong justification in the patent 
fact that the co-operation between the Committee and the Board has not pro-- 
duced the good results that were expected from it. The Conjoint Committee has 
been overweighted by its work, and a new organisation was demanded in the 
interests of the refugees themselves, Mr, Alexander denies this in strenuous 
language ; but his love for the Board, of which he is. the invaluable matn- 
spring, naturally renders hin just a little blind on this point. Certainly, Ins 
lnpressions are not. shared hy those workers amMone the poor who are not 
personally connected with cither the Board or the Russian Committee, Mr. 
Alexander is mistaken in yet another respect. He deprecates that  secking 
for eases, which the Committee proposes, as being contrary to. the policy 
hitherto adopted by his Board. [Tf the action is contrary to the Board's tra- 
dition, we can only regret it, and point to the fact that the ‘new philan- 
thropy,” such as that which is advocated by Mr. Burdett, is based upon the

its opponents appear to think. Indeed the entire ground will be eut from 
thour feet the Conimittee persevere in the Intention to hand over the 
hew organisation to che Board as soon as it Is strong enough to stand alone 
on the dimes marked out for at, There will be a separate organisation created 
to prove at Teast the necessity and the practicability of the methods approved 
by the Russo-Jewish Comittee.

decided not to persevere with the proposal to send a petition to the 


Emperor praying for his protection against the excesses of the anti- 
Semites, We think that this is a wise resolution, but the proposal has 
cost the community dear, for it has deprived them—we hope only temporarily 
—of the valuable services of Justizrath Makower, for more than’ a quarter 
ofa century President of the Council, who was strenuously opposed to. the 
Intended petition, None can deny the streneth of the position taken up by 


dustizrath Makower, Tad othe Emperor received the petition, he could only 


have referred the Jews to the privileges assured to them by the Constitution. 
Qn the other hand, if the petition had been rejected, the injury to the Jews 
would have been irreparable, and their enemies would have triumphed and 
continued their agitation on a still more extensive and malicious seale. Any 
manifestation ,on the part of the Jews is the more unnecessary and even 
iImpolitic since we haye reason to believe that shortly after the opening of the 
session of the Prussian Dict a motion will be proposed protesting against the 
anti-Seinitic agitation, The Emperor is said to have expressed his displeasure 
in extremely energetic terms against the attitude taken up by Conservatives 
at their recent Congress. The Imperial Chancellor has already done so in 
Parliament, and if the Government have any intention to take thoroughgoing 


proceedings against the anti-Semites, no petition from the Jews is necessary,

rhe often repeated calumny against the Jews in Russia that they exploit 
the Iand ana ruin the peasants by their usurious practices must surely receive 


its death-blow, now that the MNovroje Vrerja, the most violent of all the- 


Russian ant!-Jewish papers, has furnished emphatic testimony to the con- 
trary. A correspondent of that journal writing from Barnowka, Govern- 
ment of Wolhynia, laments the total extinction of the Jewish population of 
the place through their forcible expulsion. “The peasants,” he says, ‘are 


by no means pleased with the departure of the Jews, for they have fallen into ~ 


the hands of Christian usurers who oppress and in a measure ruin them to 
an extent never done by the Jews. Our peasants are often in sudden need 
of money, and our new usurers will only lend at 100 per cent. or 150. per 
cent, interest a year. . . . This new microbe of our locality leaves the 
former Jewish money lenders far behind; our new usurers belong to the 
Russian race and profess the Chrisuan faith, We may add that for some 
time past and on every side loud complaints are heard concerning the pro- 
eeedings of Christian ugurers. In. the Government districts of Central 
Russia, where no Jews reside, the peasants are in the hands of usurers who 
plunder them most shamefully. According to local statistics, the peasants 
in the Central Provinces pay 200 million roubles yearly in interest to money 


lenders. When the hungry wolf proceeds to suck the blood of peasants in 


the Jewish territory, the situation will become unbearable.” _ This defence of 


-~ the Jews is the more trustworthy as no one will venture to assert that the 


Noroje Vremja has given it publicity from love for Jews. 


An interesting fact has come to light in connection with the recent 


troubles of the Jews at Hamadan. M. Balloy,, the French Minister in 
Persia, in reporting to the Alliance Israélite of Paris on the steps taken by. 
him in the interests of the Jews, calls attention to the hearty manner in 
which his representations to the loreign Minister at Teheran were backed 
up by his colleagues of England and Turkey, The intervention of Great 
Britain on behalf of the oppressed is proverbial, but that the representative 
ofa Mahomedan Power should protest to another Mahomedan Government 
against the persecution of Jews is an altogether unusual occurrence. The 
incident is yet another proof of the enlightenment which prevails at Constan- 
tinople, and of the sympathy which the Sultan and his Ministers feel for 
Jewish victims of tyranny, whether Persian or Russian, 


In these days of “inhibited” preachers it is curious to observe how 
much more liberty Provincial Congregations have and exercise than London 
Synagogues. This week we announce that the Rey. Dr. Strauss, of 
Bradford, is to deliver a Charity Sermon next Sunday in the Hope Place 
Synagogue, Liverpool,  ‘ Charity eovereth a multitude of sins,” but that so 
advanced a theologian as Dr. Strauss should be invited to deliver a sermon 
in an “orthodox” Synagogue in Liverpool is no little tribute to the absence 
of narrowness among Lancashire Jews, This is no isolated instance, 
for the Rey. Prof. D. W. Marks has preached in the Princes Road 
Synagogue, But for inter-congregational amity in its best aspects, Man- 
chester affords probably the best example in England. The Rey, L. M. 
Simmons, the minister of the Reform Synagogue in Cottonopolis, has worked 
with might and main, and remarkable success, to destroy the Shibboleths 
which searcely distinguish, but certainly do not divide “ Reformer” from 
“Orthodox.” Mr. Simmons has repeatedly read the Haphtorah in orthodox 
synagogues : he has even gone so far as to preach inthem on the Second 
Days of Festivals, and quite recently he ofliciated at the wedding of a leading 
member of one of the many Chevras jointly with an orthodox minister from 
Liverpool. Further, Mr. Simmons has assisted Dr. Salamon in a 
Religion Class for young men at the Great Synagogue, Manchester. To 
return the compliment, two-thirds of the children attending the Religion 
Classes at the Reform Synagogue are of “orthodox” parents, and the 
ceremony of reading a portion of the Law at Barmitzrah has been introduced 
in the Synagogue. An orthodox minister has but to preach in the 
Synagovue and the removal of harriers would be complete. 


THE BARON DE HIRSCH FOUNDATION 
IN GALICIA. 


— — 


A meeting of the trustees of the Baron de Hirsch Foundation for Galicia 
was held a few days ago at Vienna, under the presidency of Dr. Arnold von 
Rapoport, Member of the Austrian Parliament. The report submitted to the 
meeting showed that the fund at present maintains thirty-four educational 
institutions, comprising elementary and evening schoo!s (which are attended by 
parents as wellas their children) commercial, trade and kindergarten schools. 
Instruction in these different schools is given through Baron de Hirsch’s munifi- 
cence to 4,423 pupi's, without distinction of creed. Provision is made for the 
religious education of Christians attending the Elementary Schools, Christian 
learners are also admitted in the Trades’ School at Cracow and receive a monthly 
stipend. Owing to the tact displayed by the Executive Committee for Western 
Galicia, whose president is Professor Dr. Rosenblatt, and the regard they show 
for the religious scruples of orthodox Jews, this class has been induced to 
abandon its mistrust of modern Secular Schools. It is expected that David 
Ritter von Guttmann will be elected President of the Board of Trustees in 
succession to the late Ritter von Firth. |

Sir,—Your columns have already given publicity to the letters I addressed 
to Mr, Alexander, the Honorary Secretary of the Board of Guardians, relative 
to the re-construction and extension of the Visiting Committee, and your last 
week's issue announced that at a meeting held on Thursday 5th inst., the Board 
unanimously approved of a report furnished by a sub-Committee specially 
appointed to confer with me, and two delegates elected by the Visiting Com- 
mittee, to consider the proposals for carrying out the aforesaid objects. 

As a result, many of the recommendations made by my Committee have 
received the sanction of the Board, and I trust that it will not be long before a 
further enlargement of the Committee’s functions will be possible. 

I have every confidence that the new duties to be undertaken will be 
satisfactorily discharged, and I venture to hope that under these circumstances 
one strong and efficient Visiting Committee will satisfy the requirements of the 
London Jewish Community. I must, however, confess that the personnel of 
my Committee does certainly require strengthening, and it is with this view 
that J ask you to insert this letter, in order that gentlemen already possessing 
some degree of knowledge of the methods of organized charity, and some 
experience of the necessities of the poor, who may be willing to give their 
services to promote the success of what is, toan extent,a new departure may 
communicate without delay to

THE ORPHAN ASYLUM—A MOMENTOUS ISSUE, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 


Sir,—Any question affecting the interests of our Orphan Asylum is a 
matter ef concern not merely to those officially connected with the Institution, 
but to the great mass of our community throughout the land; and at a time 
when a departure of almost supreme moment is about to be taken by the 
Committee, I think that the voice of outside opinion may fairly ask 
to be heard. Nor do I believe that such expression of views woul be in any- 
way unwelcome to the body of earnest men who devote so much of their time, 
thought and labour to the benefit of the Asylum. . ~ | 

Since the establishment of “ Orphan Aid Societies” the income of the 
Institution has shown a marked and continuous increase. But no augmentation 
has taken place in the number of Orphans enjoying the benefits of the Institu- 
tion. Ten years ago the number was 250), and at that figure it has remained ever 
since. Notwithstanding the great increase in our native population, and in the 
number of our foreign brethren driven hither by relentless persecution, no 
addition has been made by the Committee to the number of their helpless 
charges during the period I have named. 

' But a new departure is now imminent; and it 1s pretty generally known 
that the Committee have decided to make provision for the splendid addition of 
one hundred more Orphans to the present number of those supported by the 
Institution. The cost of this most commendable project in new buildings and 
accessories will probably not be less than from fifteen to twenty thousand 

ounds, | 

r And here, I think, that Public Opinion may fairly claim a hearing, and ask, 
‘Ts it necessary for the Committee to spend this huge sum, or any money what- 
ever, for the purpose 6f carrying out its benevolent intention?” “Could not 
their object be. effected more efficiently and mercifully by entirely discarding 
the idea of building new accommodation, and thus converting the Asylum into 
a species of barracks filled with ttle human automata?” In a word, instead of 
providing bricks and mortar, whether from their own Asylum funds, or from 
the pockets of the community, should they not seize the opportunity to give 
an honest trial to the system of boarding out the Orphans in private families, 
and thus obtaining what will really be new fathers and mothers for their 
helpless prot¢gés. 

The annual outlay upon every child within the Asylum is nearly thirty 
pounds. Now there are hundreds of respectable families in London and the 
Provinces, comprising those of small tradesmen, mechanics, clerks, warehouse- 


men and others, who would not be merely willing, but even eager, to obtain — 


orphan children, with such a remuneration as thirty pounds a year, to rear and 
educate as members of their own families, ‘The care of our poor people for 
their children is proverbial, and the affection engendered by absolute responsi- 
bility, kindliness and sympathy for the little ones entrusted to their care would 
bind the foster parents to the children with a tie which would probably last 
during life. The foster parents would be benefited by an addition to their 
incomes, (making all the ditference between a hard struggle and comparative 
comfort) ; and the children themselves would enjoy, what can never be attained 
inan overgrown Asylum, the inestimable influences and happiness of home life, 
and the growth and development of family affection. | 

The machinery for working and supervising the system is ready made and 
at hand: for in the numerous “Orphan Aid Societies,’ now scattered all over 
the kingdom, the Committee already possess well organised and efficient bodies 
who would take it asa privilege and a delight to have the supervision of the 
interests of the four or five orphans who would probably be allotted to each 
of the districts controlled by the respective Societies. 

Another special benefit would accrue from this system. At present the 
Committee have the greatest difficulty in getting indoor-apprenticeship for their 
protegés when they leave the Institution, and the masters who take the orphans 
are often moved by the most sordid motives, The children despite the best 
intentioned supervision on the part of the Apprenticing Committee are 
frequently treated as drudges,—every spark of genuine sympathy is absent from 
such an arrangement—and the very semblance of a happy family life is thereby 
banished. 

Under the new arrangement, however, the orphans would continue to live 
with their foster-parents during their apprenticeship; and it requires but a 
little effort of the imagination to picture the striking contrast between the life 
of the child brought up under the one system or the other. The existing Insti- 
tution would still be fully utilised for children having parents. These would 
return to the parental roof, when their course was completed. But the double 
Orphans and deserted children would find happy homes in their childhood, and 
also the blessings of family association and protection during the period of 
their 

The above is but a brief and, I fear, very inadequate outline of the course 
which I hope may commend itself to the acceptance of the Committee. My 
official connection with the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum, extending over 
a period of more than twenty years as Head Master and Member of the Com- 
mittee, gave me the best opportunities for becoming acquainted with every 
detail connected with the interests of the Orphans; and I hope that Public

Sin,—If emulation be the sincerest form of flattery, then the Managers of 
the above soc‘ety ought to be gratified indeed that some benevolently disposed 
individuals have banded themselves together for the purpose of establishing an 
Aid Society in connection with the Soup Kitchen, But although I havenot had 
an opportunity of consulting my colleagues of the Orphan Aid Society, I think 
they will be at one with me in deploriug the formation of this new, and in my 
opinion, unnecessary society. Ido not wish to say one word against so excellent 
aud so well managed a society as the Soup Kitchen. Knowing as I well do, the 
vast amount of good it does among our very poorest during this trying weather, 
I cannot but commend it to the charitable. But ata time when, as the Rev. A. 
Lowy has pointed out in the appendix to his recently published Farewell Ser- 
mon, our primary charitable institutions are sorely in need of an additional 
sum of £18,120 to meet their annual requirements, it seems to me that good 
cause Should be shown by th se who would create a supplementary organisation 
for augmenting the funds of one of the best known and most popular of our 
charities. Can the promoters of the new society justify its existence in face of 
the fact that never since its establishment has the Soup Nitchen made larger 
and more frequent distributions than it has of recent years ’ As far as lam 
able to gather from the report of the meeting in your columns, it would appear 
that the new society was founded for the sole purpose of enabling the working 
classes to support the charity. A very worthy object, and one which Lhave 
always espoused. But [contend that, in the case under. discussion, this result 
could have been betterachieved by the very representative Committee which 
as Mr. Barnett pointed out, would expend a third of its income in working ex- 
penses. Moreover, the Committce of the Soup Kitchen has an 
formation of the new society by issuing to those present « 
night collecting books containing 0) one shilling receipts, and bi 
the working-man’s mite 1s being collected without any expense to the charity. 

In the case of the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum, the faets are far 
different. First, the Orphan School is not able to carry on its’ work in the 
very midst of the Jewish working classes as does the Soup Kitchen, and thus 
its existence down at Norwood is apt to be forgotten ‘by those whom it benefits 
most. Secondly, the work of maintaining, educaging and equipping for the 
world 25s destitute orphan children is more gostly, and requires nore labour 
than the preparation of as many thousand gallons of soup. Thirdly. the work 
in connection with the efficient management of our Orpiuinige at Norwood is 
so very onerous that the Committee is quite unable to undertake the collection 
of small sums, and is compelled to entrust this task to bodies that come in closer 
contact with the working classes, or forfeit their contributions altogether. 
Fourthly, the Orphan School is the only institution of its Kind, and is essential 
to the well-being of an unfortunate class whom it ts the duty of the tole) com- 
munity to support, whereas the Soup Kitchen is only one of many agencies 
which give relief in kind. 

Our working classes will, I feel sure, always consider itthoir duty to support 
the Orphan School as largely as the y can, even 1f they are compelled to leave 
the Soup Kitchen in the hands of their more prosperour brothers and sisters,

Srr,—In your last issue you have referred in the terms of very deserved 
commendation to the excellent tabular statement of the deticits of our charities 
drawn up by the Rev. Mr. Lowy. 


But even more striking is the remarkable fewness of the well-to-do _ 


members of the community who support our public charities; and thi 
specially noticeable in the case of. Jews Cellege, is the tramp 
Institution for Ministers in- the. British.tompire, and whic i. supplies preacher: 
readers and teachers to Jewish congregations in all parts of the world. Outoct 
the thousands of members, who, together with their families, are thus benetited 
in their spiritual, religious and even social interests, it will scarcely be credited 
that the number who subscribe tothe College is only 174. Many a third and 
fourth rate charity ministering to the wants of a small and insiguilicant section 
of the community can boast of a better record ! 

You may be aware, however, that 2 movement has been started to remedy 
this deplorable state of things, and to place our Institution upon a firmer basis 
by means of an endowment fund. A training College for Ministers should not 
have to subsist upon a hand to mouth system of begging for its trifling require- 
ments.

relief, in nearly all cases, to new comers. Another, proclaimed by their Honorary 
Secretaryis: “ Ithasnever been their policy torecognise the principle of searching 
for poverty, and in being satisfied to wait until those who require help, applied 
for assistance.” The stern manner in which these principles are carried out 
renders this Board unfit to manage and assist the poor Russian refugees, and it 
must not be forgotten that one hundred thousand pounds have been subscribed, 
and the RKusso-Jewish Committee was called into existence to benefit these 


miserable ones to the best of their ability, without any reference to these — 


principles. 

We have it on the authority of its President, that the immigration from 
Russia has cast a burden on the Board and. its staff, enormously increasing 
their difficulties, that the staff is greatly overworked, and we have also the candid 
opinion of the Chairman of the Visiting Committee of the Board, so long and 
eo well known to outsiders, that “ his Committee is uscless to the Board,” a 
mere mockery tothe poor. Why, in face of these telling facts, should the 
personal help offered ke scouted, the removal of the burden on the staff be 
refused ? |

ANGLO-JEWISH ASSOCIATION. 
BArnon Da Hinscit’s COLONISATION ScHEME, 


On Sunday last the monthly meeting of the Council of the Anglo-Jewish 
Associition was held at the Great Western Hotel, Paddington. ‘There were 
present: Sir Jvitan Gotpsmip, Bart., M.P., President, in the chair, the Revs. 
Dr. M. Gaster and A. Lowy ; Messrs. btkan N, Adler, L. Allatini, @Avigdor, 
Lewis Nmannel, A. Franklin, H. A. Franklin, F. B. Halford, C. Henry, B. 
Kisch, Landau. G. Lousada, Claude G. Montetiore, Arthur tebag Montetiore, 
B. Newgass, Daniel Schloss, Leopold Schloss, [. Seliginan, Oswald J. Simon, 
Algernon I, Sydney, and J. Zossenheim, President of the Leeds Branch, 

The CrarrMan said: IT have to bring before the Council an important com- 
munication [ havereceived from Baron de Hirsch, who isanxious that shares inthe 
Jewish Colonisation Assoication should be accepted by Jewish public bodies, so that 
in the event of his serious illness or death, the work should be continued 
unimpaired. Baron de Hirsch proposed to me that a certain number of shares 
should be transferred to the Anglo-Jewish Association as the body in England 
representing the largest number of Jews, and as interested in the success of his 


enterprise. JT assured Baron de Hirsch that I would gladly do anything in my 


power to promote his philanthropic undertaking, and I also told him that, if 
accceptable to him, the Anglo-Jewish Association wou'd desire to have the power 
through.a representative of expressing its opinions as to the general administra- 
tion of the Colonisation Association. Baron de Hirsch was willing to consider, 
and probably to accept, any nomination which the Council would make, and 1 
hinted that yon would, in all probability, nominate Mr. H. @. Lousada, who has 
an ‘expert and special knowledge of this subject, and is quite au fact with all 
its details. Mr. Lousada cordially assisted me, and all the others interested, in 
drafting the Articles of the Association, a most dilhicult document to draw 
up, in view of the many conflicting interests and opinions which had to be con- 


ciliated, and in many ways has been of immense service to the cause of the Asso- 


tion. Throughthe lamented death of M. Isidore Loeb, a vacancy occurred in 
the management of the Association, aud Baron de Hirech himself nominated Mr. 
II. . Lousada who was selected and: will represent the Council of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association. Should, however, Mr. Lousada at any time cease to be con- 
nected with the government of the Jewish Colonisation Association, the Council 
will have the right to submit the name of another gentleman, and I have not the 
least doubt that your nomination will be readily accepted. Sir Julian Goldsmid 
then read the following letter received by him from Baron de Hirsch :—

4, That in the event of the transfer being registered the Trustees be 
directed to irrevocably appoint Baron de Hirsch their attorney to vote at all 
meetings of the Jewish Colonisation Association, and at any adjournment 
thereof, in respect of the shares and with power to appoint a substitute and 
generally to exercise all and every right which the Memorandum and Articles of 
Association of the Jewish Colonisation Association confer upon the holders 
of shares. | 

5, That a Deed of Declaration of Trust be prepared and be executed by the 
Trustees: 

6. That the Council undertake not to assign or otherwise part with the said 
shares during the lifetime of Baron de Hirsch except to such persons or bodies 
as shall have been previously approved of by him in writing, : | 

7. That a copy of the foregoing be forwarded to Baron de Hirsch. 

In reply to a question from Mr, B.-A. Franklin the Ciaran mentioned 
that the trustees woull not be entitled to attend any deliberations of the Colonisa- 
tion Association. Baron de Hirsch intended to make similar gifts of shares to the 
Jewish communities of Paris, Berliny Frankfort, Vienna and New York. 

On the motion of Mr. L. Scutoss, it was resolved that the best thanks of the 


Council should be- tendered to Baron de Hirsch, not only for his munilicent gift, 


but for the confidence he had reposed in the Counci’. 
On the motion of Mr. E. A. Fraxkiiyx, it was resolved that a vote of thanks 
be passe! to Sir Julian Goldsmid for the interest, he had taken in the matter. 


REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 


The Report of the Executive Committee was read, andincluded the following 
subjects :—THE ArrEaL.—Since the last meeting of the Council, further 
donations have been received to the amount of £55 15:., the total result to 
date being: donations, £802; subscriptions, THe Question 
IN SWITZERLAND.—M.S. Dreyfus Neumann, President of the Jewish community 
at Basle, reports that this question will not be discussed by the Federal Chambers 
before March, and perhaps not till June. Copies of the British Medical Journal, 
with an article on the subject, have been sent to M. Dreyfus Neumann for distribu- 
tion. PEersta.—The Conjoint Committee of. the Association, and of the Board 
of Deputies, which met onthe 7th of December to consider the references of the 
Council on the restrictions placed on the Jews at Hamadan, decided that it was 
not at present desirable to approach the Foreign Oftice relative to the disabilities 
complained of. The Conjoint Committee, however, consulted a gentleman, whois 
well acquainted with Persia, whether any cther steps could be taken to ameliorate 
the condition of the Hamadan Jews. This authority on the subject has recom- 
mended a course, the adoption of which would require the co-operation of Her 
Majesty’s Government. The proposal will be submitted to the Conjoint 
Committee as soon as it shall have received expected unoilicial inform- 
ation from one of the British representatives in Persia. The Jews at 
Hamadan have sent a letter, in English, in which they thank Lord 
Rothschild and the Conjoint Committee for the action taken on their behalf. 
They add, however, that the situation has in no way improved, a state- 
ment which is confirmed by a correspondent of the Association at Bagdad. On 
the other hand a later communication from that town has reached the Alliance 
in Paris, and is to the effect that everything appeared to be tranquil at Hamadan, 
that the letters written by the Jews theresomewhat exaggerated the gravity of 
the situation, and that no attempts were made on their lives or property. This 
result is due to the representations which were made to the Persian authorities 
by the Ministers of England, Franceand Turkey. Scuoors:—The Head Mistress 
of the Beyrout School hasapplied for a quantity of material for purposes of needle - 
work and embroidery. As on former occasions, the Executive Committee will 
endeavour to procure a gift from friends ot the Association in Manchester when 
a suitable opportunity presents itself. The Munca Society in Bucharest which 
maintains a school where fifty girls receive instruction in occupations suitable for 
femiles,applies for a renewal of the subvention of £49. Half of the annual 
expenses are covered by a ba'l and by casual donations. Application is made 
for the renewal of the subvention of £20 to the school at Crajova. 
The school contains pupils, all free. ‘Uwenty-five former pupils 
have lately entered the local Lyceum and Communal School. M. 
Parient3 applies for the renewal of the grant of £40 to the Symrna Talmud 
Torah, which has 617 pupils. The subvention made last year for the first 
time has permitted of the engagement of teachers for French and Turkish. 
If the fpnds permitted secular instruction would be given to a still larger 
number of children. As itis, says M. Pariente, the results achieved are truly 
remarkable from the standpoint of discipline, health, neatness, and general 
method of instruction ; in fact there has been a marked transformation, moral 
and intellectual. A commencement hus been made with teaching manual 
occupations to some of the scholars. In conformity with the instructionsof the 
Council, the Executive Committee have written to influential persons in Russia 
for further information relative to the Jewish College at Wolozin. As the 
desired information will not be complete until after the arrival of one of the 
correspondents at St. Petersburg, the Committee defer their report for a 
future meeting of the Council. Mr. Haeem Samuel, in applying 
for six months’ grant, £100, to the Bombay School, sends a_ report, 
of which the most important passages are appended :—* The number 
of students, . in al), is 300), out. of whom 20s boys, and. ‘4 
girls; as against 198 boys and 7. girls mentioned in the last Report. The 
Educational Inspector more than once expressed his opinion to the effect that 
the number of the students that pass the yearly examination in this school far 
exceeds that of many other schools in Bombay. The help given by the Anglo- 
Jewish to the Isra-lite School, coupled with the voice raised by us fora better 
education of the Ben-Israel children, has indeed proved to be a great impetus 
to their education. as may be seen from this year’s University Eximinations’ 
results. One Beni-Israel student has passed his final L.C.B, Cw., Licentiate 
of Civil Engineering) one, the second L.C.E.; while two have passed their 
first B.A. Examination. The results of LL.B. and final B.A. are not yet 
declared. Two have appeared for the first, and one for the last. Your Com. 

ittee will thus see that the Beni-I[srael community is being awakened from the 
ong and deep intellectual siumber into which they had fallen. The merit of 
roysing them to their duty is dinectly or indirectiy due to the philanthroynxe 


assistance of your Association as many of the University men were and are stili 
allowed to-study in this school after the schoo} hours, as there are generally no 
convenient rooms for study at their own places.”

He admitted that this practice was not desirable, but 
it was not at Mr. Samuel's wish ; it had not been found possible to associate any. 
one with Mr. Haeemn Samuel to assist him. The matter had frequently been before 
the Executive Committee, who, as the result of the fullest inquiry, felt sure that 
the letters referred towere tha outcome of personal jealousy, and that the sehovl 
was capably and zealously aduinistered by Mr. Haeeia Samuel.

new tactics in order to discover the whereabouts of Jews inthis town. The 


Moscow houseporters have received a secret order requiring them to spy upon 
the naople in the houses and to inform the police of any persons whom they 
may know to be or have.reason to suspect of baing Jews. For this service each 
is offered a reward of five roubles (10s.) for every Jew he denounces; anda 
warning is added that for every Jew found living ina house undenounced the 


p yrter will be fined double that amount, As is well known, the houseporters of 


tussia are a national institution. Every house ina Russian town contalas one 
porter at least. If the house is large and important or is numeroasly tenanted if 
will probably have two or three ot these menials. The lot of the dvornik, as the 
porter is called, is peculiarly hard, especially in winter, which lasts six months, 
He has daily to clear away the snow from the roof, the yard, and the front of 
the house, to cut the firewood, carry water, run sundry erran‘¢s, and act as watch- 
man during part of the might. He has hardly anv time for sleeping or eating, 
and none at all for recreation. He is lodged no better than a dog, and gets bad 
food and little pay. In the better houses he is not so badly treated ; but heis at 
all times the slave of a slave, for he has another master, the police, who use him 


asaspy. It is his daily duty to report to the police personal details about the 


inhabitants of the house, who they are. and what their business 1s, &e, and to 
bring to the police for inspection the passport of each new arrival. For when- 
ever anyone takes a house or a lodging the first thing which he is obliged to do, 
no matter how high his rank may be, is to give his passport to the dvornik, 
whose duty it is to see that 1t is registered in the housebook; and then to take it, 
with the book, to the police, who inspect it and register itin tieir books. The 
same formality must be gone though when the house or lodging Is given up; 
and once a year the prssport must be registered at the office of the Governor- 
General. To live in Russia for more than three days without having declared 
oneself to the police has always been a serious offence. In justilication of tas 
new order it is alleged that numbers of Jews who have settled in the smail 
country towns make a practice of coming secretly to Moseow and staying there 
three days, and that some bribe the dvorntks and the police to allow them to 
remain longer. As the dvorniks of the poorer class of houses receive a5 wages 
only from six to eight roubles per month, and in the richer class from ten ta 
twelve roubles, and have every quarter to send a proportion of their earnings tq 
their native villages, it is easy to ses that in order to gain the reward offered for 
denouncing Jews they will ba tempted to denounce as Jews those who go BO} 
belong to the persecuted race, One sych case has alceady oogurred,

[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Every housekeeper must know by experience that when a house is sub- 
jectel to a spring cleaning, and every piece of furniture is moved from its 
place, there will be found not only many a thing that had remained unnoticed, 
buteven such the very existence of which had never been suspected. Such a thing 
must have been bought at a time it was required, and after having served its: 
purpose it remained on the same spot where it had been placed perhaps a score 


years before. Something similar now takes place with the Jews in Russia. Who, | 


for instance, could have suspected the existence of Jewish Cossacks on the Don ? 
Not only our English brethren must have been ignarant of the fact, but even 
ourselves, though inhabitants of Russia, only just got to know about it, when 
our Government is intent on clearing every corner of Jews. Jewish Cossacks § 
Could enything be more strange? Still, it is a fact. And this is how the 
peaceful sons of Israel turned into fighting sons of the Don steppes. It 
happened under the Emperor Nicholas, when buglers were required in the 
Don territory for tecching the Cossacks military signals. As the Jewish 
cintonists, that is to say, boys who had’ been taken soldiers at the age of nine 
to thirteen years, proved to be the best buglers, they were accordingly sent to 


terch the Cossacks of the Don territory. Some of these Jewish teachers remained ° 


permanently in the Don territory and were ultimately entered in the register of 
the Cossack cliss without changing their faith. After this registration they had 
to do ¢ ossack service, as a matter of course, on equal terms with the native 
Cossacks. At first no importance was attributed to this circumstance. But 
when the number of single and married Jews increased, the Cossack Authorities 
began to consider it as an anomaly, since many Orthodox Cossacks had embraced 
Judaism. It was not owing, though, to any -proselytising efforts on the part of 
the Jews, on the contrary, for fear of prosecution the Jews endeavoured to 
dissuade their Christian neighbours from that step. Many Cossacks, however, 
rejected Orthodoxy and joined the Soubotnik sect, who observe Saturday as their 
Sabbath, instead of is Nore as well as other Jewish rites. The Cossack adminis- 
tration first proposed t the Jewish Cossacks to change their faith, and then to 
leave the Cossack body, offering them a grant for emigration. The Jews, how- 
ever, declined both these offers, and were allowed to remain in ticir communities, 
Thirty years have passea during which the Jews regularly fulfilled their Cossack 
duties, without giving any cause for complaints. Even their passive guilt of 
turning away their neighbours from Orthodoxy had disappeared since, instead 

of the oitbotniks, new sects lad meanwhile arisen among the Cossacks, which 
have nothing in common with Judaism. But the recent persecutions of the Jews 
have also brought to the front the question of the Jewish Cossacks, who will 
soon be in the sad necessity of emigrating from the Don Territory. No order: of 
expnision has been issued thins far. But we are informed that the Cossack 
Authorities are now engaged in ascertaining the number of the Jewish Cossacks 
and the date of their registration, as well as the personal and economica 
conditions of each Cossack family of the Hebrew persuasion. And we are 
already rich enough in experience of the past to be enabled to gather the real 
meaning of such inquiries. | 

Now let us pass from the Don to the banks of the Neva in the North, where 
stot reigns supreine and freezes people’s noses, ears and toes, for which the Jews 

also prove to be responsible. But first of all, let us say a few words about the 

present Prefect of St. Petersburg, Major-General von Wahl. He is less fruitful 
in circulars {and orders concerning the Jews, than his predecessor, General 
Gresser, whom he replaced some six months ago. Gresser did not allow a single 
week to pass without some circular to the police authorities concerning the Jews. 
Now heordered to replace Russian names by Jewish ones on sign-boards : now he 
prohibited Jews to live beyond the limits of the town : now he ordered a revision 
of passports ; now he ordered the closing of Jewish shops or workshops, and so 
on and soon, When he was short :n inventiveness for new orders, he repeated, 
and many times too, the old orders. The present Prefect is chary of new circulars, 
which by no means preclude persecutions of Jews ; but simply shows that he 
understands how to use the old methods. Nevertheless, the Petersburg Jews felt 
thankful even for that. | | 


hus you see, little is wanted: in order tofgainithe gratitude of the Jews. 


But even this little must have seemed too much to the Prefect, who issued, on 
January the Oth, an order a la Gresser. Though fit does not apply to the whole 
community, but to a single member, the tone of the order sufficiently shows the 
position of the Jews in Russia. 

Judah Benchin, a cap maker in the Apraxin lane, sent his boy Gerassimov on 
an errand. As the weather was very frosty, and the boy badly clad, with holes 
in his boots, his feet were frozen. Without any regular trial, the police-interfered 
in the matter. Benchin pleaded in justification that the boy did not live on the 
premises, but with his own father, whose duty it was to look after his clothing, 
Though this was admitted even by the hostile witnesses, Benchin’s act cannot, 
of course be justified ; but does his transgression deserve complete ruin ? Such 
cases occur at St. Petersburg by hundreds, without having ever led to a single case of 
prosecution against a Christian master. But as Benchin is a Jew, summary 
justice was meted out to him. The crime was committed on the Ist inst., and on 
the 6th the Prefect issued the following order; ‘ Considering the act of the Jew 
Benchin as a case of exploitation of a Christian boy who was inhumanely treated 
I find it necessary to close his workshop, and to deprive Benchin of the right 
to reside in St. Petersbnrg.” | 

The real sigaificance of this order can only be rightly understood in the 
light of a previous order of this very. friend of ill.treated humanity. When 
Governor of Kursk, von Wahl roceived a complaint from a railway cantractor 
against his mon who had refused to work ata rate so low that it would not 


fetch them bare bread, Von Wahl immediately ogused the strikers to 


| flogged and compelled them to resume their underpaid work. This happened 


only a year ago. | 

But here, he had not t» deal with a case of a mast2r exploiting his employés, 
but of a Jew exploiting a Christian boy, in which cases the Russian factory 
rules are rather strict! Such is the influence of the frost on Petersburg Jews, 
Iam afraid this order will become the first of a series « /a Gresser. 

I am able to deny the truth of the rumour, that went the round of the 
German and English press, to the effect that the Jewish community of St, 
Petersburg are about to sell their synagogue to Mahomedans for a mosque. This 


absurd fable is probably owing to the fact that though the synagogue was 


entirely built three years ago, it is still unplistered, as the Jews from want of 
money were compelled to stop the work, The Petersburg Jews, however, will 
not sell their ‘synagogue. It may be taken away from them, but it cannot be 
bought.

A meeting of the Russo-Jewish Committee was held at 60, Old Broad Street 
on Tuesday last, the 10th inst. Present: Sir JULIAN GoLDsMID, Bart, M.P., in 
the chair, the Chief Rabbi, Rev. S. Singer, Dr. A. Wolff, Messrs. N. L. Cohen, 
N.S. Joseph, Samuel Montagu, M.P., I. Seligman, O. J. Simon and I. Spielman, 

A deputation from the Board of Guardians, consisting of Messrs. Algernon 
E. Sydney, Leonard L. Cohen, and A. E, Fianklin attended and placed before the 
Committee the views of the Board with regard to the proposed Visiting Com- 
mittee and Information Bureat. An interchange of opinion took place with the 
deputation and the various members of the Committee ; and after having been 
thanked for their kind attendance, the deputation withdrew. ? 

A considerable number of applications were considered, and various grants 
made. Among thess were £590 to the Conjoint Committee of the Board of 
Guardians and the Russo-Jewish Committee, £300 to the Manchester Board of 


Guardians, and £100 to the Newcastle Jewish Board of Guardiins, and it was 


decided to recommence the issue of Darkest Russia ina somewhat altered form ; 
also to distribute copies of the United States Commissioners’ Report on the causes 
of the imigrationto the United States. 

Various individual cases were considered and grants made in suitable 
instances. Confidential communications were consi lered, and the Committee then 
dispersed after a meaiing of nearly three hours’ duration.

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WEST END SYNAGOGUE. 


The Annual Meeting for the distribution of prizes te the pupilsof the West 
End Synagogue Religion Classes was held on Sunday last in the Vestry Room 
of the Synagogue, St. Petersburgh Place. The chair was taken by Mr. Artuver 
- F as and the prizes were handed to the successful scholars by Mrs. 

ranklin. 

_ The Rev. S. Sincer, under whose direction the classes are held, said it was 
his pleasing duty to state that during the past year the Religion Classes had 
been on the whole very successful. The attendance had been exceedingly 
good, and it had been very punctual,a point upon which Israelites had sti!l 
something to learn. They commenced at eleven and at that hour nota single 
seat was vacant. He ventured to think that was an indication of the personal 
interest which the pupils took in their work. He wished to make it more widely 
known that the classes were open to all comers, the only qualification being that 
the intending pupil should be above the age of twelve. ‘Their only desire was 
to have them attend the classes and interest them in the great principles and 
duties of the Jewish religion, and the question of the parents being attached to 
one synagogue or another was a matter of comparative indifference. Their 
good friends had come forward and had offered, spontaneously, prizes for the 
classes. The prize-givers were Mrs. Lemon, Mrs. F. Lewis, Messrs. 
R. David, Arthur Davis, E. Fiedler. Arthur E. Franklin. P. Joshua and H. 
Phillips. The prizes had been contributed in such abundance that after giving 
One to every pupil who had obtained over 5) por cent of the maximum number 
of marks, he had been compelled to put by a few till next year, when possibly 


every member of the classes would receive a prize. On that occasion the prizes 


had been obtained by more than two-thirds of the class. Dr. Friedliinder had been 
kind enough to look through the answers to the questions, and had furnished him 
with a report of his examination, in which he expressed his gratification at the 
intelligent answers given.—( Applause). 

Mrs. FRANKLIN having distributed the prizes, 

The CHAIRMAN, who wasreceived withapplause, said he would first like to say 
a few words with reference to the new Association of communal workers that 


was being formed in connection with their Synagogue, and the 
announcement of which was contained in the invitation they had 
received to be present that day. It was suggested that an Association 
should be made to combine experienced veterans, rank and _ file 


workers and raw recruits, for apportionment of work, the filling of gaps 
and the prevention of overlapping. He firmly believed that such an Asso- 
elation as Mr, Singer was in the course of founding would meet a great want. 
Those who had for years conducted communal charitable institutions were apt 
to resent the criticisms of their juniors and were very loth to share with them 
the power and responsibilities, The juniors of to-day would be the seniors of 
to-morrow and if they were not encouraged to participate in communal work, 
but few would be left to succeed the present administrators when they died 


out, Continuing his remarks, he stated that the classes at the West 
End Synagogue had been held for eleven years, and the number 
of present attendants, 38, bore evidence of their popularity, and he 


could not refrain from publicly testifying to the immense debt to which Mr. 
Singer, the originator and teacher of the clas3, had put the whole Jewish 
community. Among the various qualities in which their * many-sided minister ”’ 
appeared, was that of peacemaker. He asked them to look on the communal 
pictures of this year and of last, and compare the ferment and squabbling of then 
with the calm and friendliness of now. The mingled tact and tirmness of the 
Chief Rabbi were certainly responsible for much, but as regards the narrowing 
of the differences which separated the Orthodox from the Reform Congre- 
gation, as well as the better feeling in their own section, much more than had 
ever been imagined was due to Mr. Singer. Mr. Franklin then addressed the 
children attending the classes impressing upon them the fact that their religious 
‘instruction did not end with the passing of an examination, and the.necessity for 
personal sacrifice in whatever sphere of life they might be placed, pointing out 
that that was the main principle whieh underlaid the Religion of the Bible. 

Dr. FRIEDLANDER, in proposing a vote~of thanks to Mr. and Mrs, 
Franklin, mentioned that in his examination he had not only paid attention to 
the verbal exactitude of the answers but rather more to the feeling which had 
prompted the reply. One of the answers which had struck him referred to the 
efficacy of prayer and the pupil evidently spoke from the heart when declaring 
that “the most efficient prayer was the Blessing before mea!s,”—( Laughter.) — 
It seems important to know that as it is a short prayer it is generally 
forgotten. 

The CHAIRMAN, in acknowledging the vote, which was carried unanimously 
threw out the suggestion, which had also been made by Dr. Friedlinder some 
twenty-five years ago, that an examination should be held by some Central 
Authority in Hebrew and religion and pass-certificates should be given to all 
who came up to the standard of excellence. He had no doubt that the 
expenses would be forthcoming and that the results would have a good etfect 
on the quality of Jewish education. The Chairman proposed a vote of thanks 
to the Kev. 8S. Singer and Dr. Friedliinder. 

The Rev. S. SINGER, in acknowledging the vote, said that he could not help 
referring to an address that was delivered at their last distribution. The 
penera’ tone of that address, that manly, clear, and lofty utterance of Mr. 

sidore Spielman had a distinct effect in shaping the religious policy of the 
Jewish community. He sincerely hoped that the Chairman’s remarks on the 
subject of the great principle of sacrifice in the Jewish religion would not be 
lost upon his young triends, but that they would add them to the notes they had 
already taken down during the last year or two. Ata recent meeting of Head 
Masters of public schools, one of the subjects that had received 
a large amount of attention was that of religious education in large public 
schools, and although no positive conclusion was arrived at on the subject, it 
wrs widely recognised that education was becoming markedly secularised. 
As time goes on education would become more and more secularised, 
and it would be for the religious classes attached to the various synagogues 
to provide what the schools did not provide, whileeducation became secularised 
outside the community, religious education should be fuller, better, and more 
abundant within the community. Religion classes supplied.a great want, and it 
was pleasant to know that there was scarcely a congregation in the community 
where the classes had not been established. He would not have them think that 
the West End Synagogue Classes were of a perfect character, or even appreaching 
anything like perfect, the most he could hope to do was to create a love 
for religious study. Mr. Singer, in conclusion, said he hoped that the pupils 
who would be leaving the classes would still continue to consult him on any 
difficulties of a religious, moral or spiritual character that might arise, and 
that they would behave towards him in that spirit of confidence which he hada 
right to look for, that they would not allow any period to elapse when they had 
doubts or difficulties without remembering that he would be as much at their 
service then as he had been in the past, and was at the present time, 
(Applause),

IN JEWISH DOCTRINE AND 
PRACTICE. 


The Rev. J. Polack, B.A., of Clifton College, preached at the Hampstead 
Synagogue on Saturday last on Development in Jewish Doctrine and Practice. 
Taking as his text Exodus vi. 2, he explained that the meaning of the verse was 
not that the name of God, known as the Tetragrammaton, was itself unfamiliar 
to the Patriarchs—an assertion which would conflict with earlier pissages of 
Holy Writ,—but that they only dimly realised all the manifold truth concerning 
the Divine nature which was enshrouded in that awful and mysterious designa- 
tion. The text tells that there was some development in the self-revelation of 
God in the consciousness of theancient Israelites, that the whole truth of the 
One Omnipotent, -Eternal Greator and Immanent Governor of the world did 
not manifest itself by a sudden flash, but that step by step the great intellects 
among our forefathers fathomed the sublime conceptions unfoldedin Holy Writ 
and enshrined in the faith of Israel. It was only an extended experience 
ranging througha vast period of time—it was only history—that could furnish 
our ancestors, with ample demonstration of God's eternal fidelity to His word. 
The patriarchs lived, inasense,on the threshold of history, but Mosesand the elders 
of Israel had the experience of 4(") years to look back upon, and they were about 
to experience in their own lives the fulfilment of the Divine prediction. The 
considerations adduced, for the elucidation of the text point to a truth which, in 
the face of much misconception, would seem to need reiterating and empha- 
sizing the truth, namaly,that religion, like all things else, is subject tothe laws 
of progress and development. Even the “ eternai verities” do not wear 
precisely the same aspect in all ages. To one generation is vouchsafed an 
ampler vision, a fuller comprehension of one and the same truth, than to 
another, and our very conceptions of the Godhead are tlushed with brighter o1 
darker colours—are cramped and inadequate or large.and noble, as we fall or 
rise with the general ebb and tlow of human thought. Even the inspir 
messengers of God to man, whose imperishable teaching is inseribed in the 
Scriptures differed from each other in the range of their religious conception. 
It is beginning to be understood that while the Bibls

BOOKS AND BOOKMEN. 


Mr. Walter Besant has fallen in with the fashion, and his newest novel bids 
fair to contain a strong Jewish interest.. The first chapter of the “ Rebel 
Queen” appeared in last week’s Z//ust rated London News, and the opening is very 
powerful, The story promises to be one of Mr. Besant’s happiest efforts. We 
find ourselves deep in the problem of the position of woman in modern society 
But the treatment of the problem gains piquancy and freshness frum the inter. 
mingling of Eastern and Western difficulties. The “ Rebel Queen” is indeed 
chafing, not merely against the chains forged against woman in general, but also 
against fetters specifically Jewish. Mr. Besant does not spoil his case by too 
much insistence. He does not represent the Jewish woman as a slave, but stil] 


one can appreciate some of Isabel’s discontent, She wants a husband and nota 
master, | 


A year has passed since the beautiful and wealthy Jewess Isabel married 
the Jew Emanuel E!veda, whose ancestors had belonged to the Spanish 
Marranos and had become ennobled. He is a “scholar, chemist, philosopher, 
man of many ideas.” But they had parted. Woman, in his eyes, is an inferior 
creature ; at least so his wife explains his views, and he merely retorts, “She 
fills her place in the Divine Order ; she can fill no other place ; if she tries, there 
follow discords, rebellions, evils of all kinds,’ Isabel contrasts the rights and 
duties of the Jewish boy with the empty lot assigned to the girl. She appeals 
to her husband to confirm her statement. | 

“She learns to blessthe Sabbath bread,’—said Emanuel; “she lights the 


candles onthe eve of the Sabbath, and repeats the prayers, These are all her 
duties.” | 


* This isthe Divine Order, in short.” replied Isabel—* that men shall learn 
everything, do everything, and be responsible. For the woman ’’— 

* There is obedience. This is the whole of the law for woman,” ’ 

Isabel naively asks her husband to give hera divorce; to go to the Rabbis 
and get it formally drawn out. It is not wonderful that she should be ignorant 
that the Rabbis, in England at least, would certainly not grant a divorce until the 
civil courts had first done the same thing. 


So they part agiin, though their love for one another is'as deep as ever. 
Mr. Besant bas managed to leave the reader in pleasurable expectancy for the 
development of the plot. Will they become reconciled and will it be through 
the child? For one thing, Emanuel does not know that heis a father : Isabel 
has concealed the fact from him. As I pointed out above, they argue out the 


question of womans equality with man just as it might be done ina Duily | 
Leleyroph correspondence, and then they delightfully drop little bits of Judaism 


into the discussion, Isabel is wrong, by the bye, in fancyirg that a boy has 


to be exactly thirteen and a-haif before he’ becomes a “Son of the Com- 


mandment, 


Just as Isabel and Emanuel part, she threatens to abandon her people and. 


her religion, Hmanuel’s reply shows Mr. Besant’s deep insight. ‘“ You cannot 
renounce your People. Any other man or woman may renounce his race and 
enter another nation: Youcannot, None of us may renounce our People ; on 
our faces there is a mark set—the seal of the Lord—by which we know each 
other and are known by the world, Your People—you can no more change them 
than you can shake off that seal and sign.” ‘Truly, a man may cast his Jewish 
sympathies away from him) but they return to him after many days, 


Mr. Kenner’s lecture on Ibn Gebirol’s Mekor Chayim (fens Vitae) reminds 
me to mention ;the complete edition of the /ons Vitae just published at 
Miinster by Dr. Clemens Baeumker, Professor in the University of Breslau. 
This text is the Latin translation from the Arabic, by Johan Hispanus and 
Dominicus Gundissalinus, Dr. Baeumker has used the following MSS. :—Codex 
Amplonianus fol. 331; Codex Columbinus, 5-25; Codex Parisinus in the 
Mazarinean library, No. 3,472; and the Paris Codex in the National library, 
No. 14,700. Dr. Baeumker has completely collated all the codices, so that his 
edition of the Fons Vitae is indispensable to these who are intercsted in the 
history of medieval philosopby, Dr. Baeumker’s introduction and comments 
have not yet appeared, | 


Another of Dr, Baeumker’s admirable publications is Dr. Paul Correns’ 
edition of Dominicus Gundissalinus’ short treatise “ De Unitate.”’” The author- 
ship of this’ writing isa real puzzle. .One thing is certain from Dr. Correns’ 
investigations ; it was written subsequently to the Latin translation of the 
Fons Vitae, ‘The De Wnitate closely corresponds in several passages with the 
Latin version of Avicebron’s treatise. This!thoroughly disposes of the old 
notion that the De Unitute was written by Boethius. Its real author, according 
to Dr. Correns, and he distinctly proves his thesis, was Dominicus Gundissalinus, 


who was the centre of an active translating circle in Toledo. He was Arch- 


deacon of Segovia and flourished in the second third of the twelfth century. 
Gundissalinus translated from Arabic into Latin.. Dr. Baeumker, who _ has 
already done good service to the history of philosophy ‘by his “ Archiv fiir 
Geschichte der Philosophie ” is likely to deserve even better of students by the 
publication of the “ Beitriige zur Geschichte der Philosophie des Mittelalters ”’

The British Museum has just acquired a copy of “Titus, ein 
Vorspiel,” which was written by J. J. Engel in 177), the year in which Nathan 
the Wise was published, I had often wished to read this play, hoping that it 
might be of Jewish interest. But this hope was disappointed ; tho little play 
being a patriotic and fulsomely flattering eulogy of the Prince of Prussia, on 
his birthday. Vespasian is Frederick the Great, Titus his then popular but 
subsequently despised nephew and successor, Frederick William. There is no 
allusion throught the short play to Titus’ war in Palestine, 


Another play with the same title is, however, entirely of Jewish interest 
“ Titus. or the Destruction of Jerusalem,” by Julius Kossarski, appeared in 
1855 under the auspices of Philippson’s “ Institute.” It is basedon the love of 
Titus for the Jewess Berenice. Josephus, the historian, is one of the characters. 
Marime, who though a woman is a Maccabwan, seeks to win her kinswoman 
Bernice’s influence for the Jews, but she remains staunch to her Roman lover’s 
interests, 


A fine scene is the one in which Titus in the tombs is shown by Chaldean 
wizards the former conquerors of Jerusalem, Antiochus, Pompey, Nebuchad- 
nezzar, all of whom bemoan their final calamities. This warning, based ona 
passage in Midrash. Echa, was intended to dissuade Titus from capturing Jeru- 
salem. Manasseh ben Israel, it is interesting to find, repeated the same argu- 
ment in order to induce the English Parliament to re-admit the Jews. 
All the rulers, be maintained, who had afflicted the Jews suffered for their 
intolerance in'the end. The Marime of Kossarkt’s play is a strong representa- 
tive of sturdy fidelity to Judaism. Herconsistent disbelief in the possibility of 
the destruction of the Temple is quite pathetic. She is the genius of the Jewish 
nationality, passionate, faithful and true tothe end. The voice “ Der Templo 
brennt! runs like a knell throughout the third act of this deeply interesting 
play.

THE GHIEF RABBI ON JEWISH 
WIT AND HUMOUR. 


On Thursday, the 6th, the Chief Rabbi delivered his Lecture on Jewish Wit 
and Humour at the London Institution, Finsbury Circus, before a 
crowded audience, who frequently evinced their interest by applause and 
laughter. Although in the main features the lecture was similar to that 
delivered on several previous occasions, it contained several new “points.” Dr. 
Adler said that the object of h's address was to refute the assertion made by 
Renan that the Semitic tribes were altogether lacking in the faculty of laughter 
—a charge which had been repeated by Carlyle, when he told Mr. Froude that 
the Jewish race was deficient ina sense of humour. He contended that 1t was 
his ris comica which had aided the Hebrew to survive the struggle for existence, 


which in his case hed been rendered so exceptionally severe. There was in. 


consequence an undercurrent of sadness prevailing even in his mirth; the scherz 
of his song moved ina minor key. Dr. Adler having given illustrations of the 
irony to be found in the Hebrew Scriptures, referred to the Talmudic and 
Midrashic writings, showing that a portion of the tales and legends related 

therein had been incorporated in the “ Arabian Nights,” were thence transferred 
into the Italian collection ‘* Cento Novelle Antiche,’ and thus became part and 
parcel of European literature. The satirists of Spain and Italy were next 
alluded to, touching whom Mr. Chenery had written with so much insight in his 
introduction to the Machberoth Ithiel of Charisi. In Heine, the first man of 

this century, as he called bimself, on account of his birth on New Year’s night, 
1800, Jewish wit had probably found its most brilliant exponent. Another 
observation of his on French politics was cited, as it was probably not without 
significance during the present crisis in the history of the Republic :—* In other 
countries. when a citizen becomes dissatisfied with his Government he emigrates ; 

in France he requires the Government to emigrate.” Borne indicated the origin 

of that anti-Semitism, which still disgraced Germany, in a clever but untransla- 
table epigram :—‘ [hr hasst die Juden nicht weil sie es verdienen, sondern weil 

sie verdienen.”’ Heine’s opinion of the love of freedom, as exemplified in the 
characteristics of Englishmen, Frenchmen, and Germans, was also quoted, 
showing that in his opinion an Englishman loved freedom as he loved his 
lawfully-wedded wife, whom he regarded as his lawful possession, and did not 
treat her with too much tenderness, while a German loved freedom as he loved 
his grandmother, who could tell tales to chlldren round the fireside. But a 
Frenchman loved freedom as he loved his bride, he being ever ready to fight for 
her, to do a thousand follies for her sake, and he worshipped her with all the 

protestations of unbounded affection. Heine suffered from a distressing spinal 
complaint, and was in the habit of reading all the medical books he could find on 
the subject. He was asked one day by some friends what good so much reading 
had done him, and he replied to the effect that he expected that by so much 
reading he was qualifying to give lectures in Heaven on the spinal marrow. 
Many witéy anecdotes were told of Saphir, who on one occasion was requested 
by the King of Bavaria, who dabbled in poetry, to leave the country in 24 hours; 

and being asked whether he could do so at so short a notice, he replied that 
there would be no difficulty, forif his own feet were not fast enough to carry 

him, he would borrow some of the superfluous feet of his Majesty’s last volume 
of poetry. Speaking of more recent authors, Dr, Adler declared emphatically 
that the lack of wit and laughter could not be advanced with any degree of 
fairness against the Hebrew race. He quoted a Jew’s reply on the Stock 

Exchange toa man who asked what he would advise him to buy, and as the 
weather was very unsettled, the Jow recommended him to buy thermometers, 
which he said, were very low but were sure to rise in time, AG the conclusion

MORRIS JOSEPH AT THE WEST LONDON 
SYNAGOGUE. 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 


The frost and snow of the night before had little effect upon the members 


and visitors of the Berkeley Street congregation, who assembled last Sabbath to 
listen to the Rev. Morris Joseph. Though some well-known places gave the 


silent testimony of vacancy to their owners’ unwillingness to sit under an 
‘inhibited ’’ pulpit, yet there were in their seats, among the regular attendants, 
Sir Julian Goldsmid, Sir John Simon, Sir Philip Magnus, Mr. Claude Montefiore, 
Mr. Frederic Henriques, and there were present also several visitors from sister 
synagogues, There must have been few, and those few must have been 
rritatingly deaf at heart, to whom the eloquent words of the preacher did not 
appeal, nationally and intimately. It was, to give its fullest and most dignified 
context to a much-abused word, an edifying sermon, by which, in the dim light 
of a northern country, at the closing hour of an eventful century, Mr. Joseph 
sought to bring home to his hearers the essential changelessness of their mission, 
since Moses vindicated .the holiness of God’s people to Pharaoh, their 
oppressor. 

With loving insistence, the preacher reminded his congregation that to be 
“chosen” is no empty privilege, and no excuse for arrogance, but a responsible 
burden, and a charge of humility. Not without reason was Judaism spoken of 
as a yoke. To be holy, “for the Lord thy God is holy,” is the condition of 
our selection for the trusteeship of God's word. ‘The faithfullest witness 
will also be the meekest, seeing that the height of wisdom is the acknowledg- 
ment of ignorance. The Rev. Mr. Joseph pleaded for the better universal and 
individual acceptation of duty as the keystone of Judaism. The duty is mani- 
fold, and yet one. It enters intimately into our daily actions under the names 
of justice, charity, piety and the like. It is one in its reference to the final 
standard of the divine holiness, on which it is founded, and towards which it 
tends. Those who recognise herein the sum of Jewish ideals will be slow to 
assume in their arrogance that they were perfected by their selection by God. 
Such selection is the beginning of self-perfection. In this incompleteness is the 
life of our religion ; and in its obligations is its strength. 

~ As Greece made for Art, and Rome for Government, as was so enthusias- 
tically, and withal so pathetically insisted by her greatest poet,so Judaism 


‘should make for righteousness. The Virgil of the Jews, who would havea 


richer store of tradition to draw from, could hold up to his audience fully as 


noble anideal as the 


tu regere imperio populos, Romane, memento: 
Hae tibi erunt artes; pacisque imponacre moren, 
Parcere subjectis, et debellare superbos. 
To be holy as God is holy, is at once as grand a mission and as fruitfulan 
inspiration as the arts of government and of peace, and the prerogatives of 


mercy and chastisement. May the poet arise! Failing him, and asa pendant 
to Mr. Joseph's prayer for the realisation of this kingdom, Wordsworth’s Ode 


to Duty occurred to us as a fine exposition of our obligations, To us pecu- 
lhiarly is Duty the | 


Stern daughter of the voice of God! | 
Stern, because of the responsibilities of our trust. To ua peculiarly does she 
“ wear the Godhead’s most benignant grace,’ and this in no arrogant spirtt, but 
in the full humility. of the hope, which, in effect,-Mr. Joseph would have 
appeal to us collectively and individually, | ’ 

QO, let my weakness have an end! 

Give unto me, mide lowly wise, 

‘The spirit of self-sacrifice ; 

The confidence of reason give, 

And in the light of truth thy bondman let me live, 
These are ihe Jewish ideals. 

If in the near presence of such fervour, criticism or question be allowed, we 
would remark that the Rev. Mr. Joseph's exhortations are of little practical 
use, They exalt, but they do notassist. Indeed the weakest part of the sermon 
was in a conscious or unconscious slur. Over the degree of intimacy to which 
these strivings should affect our daily actions, over the closeness of the con- 
nection between lofty ends and small "means, over the danger, the fatal danger , 
of snugly hugging the possession of high ideals, and conveniently rejecting as 
undignified and degrading the little steps towards their attainment, Mr. Joseph 
skimmed with the illusive vagueness appropriate toa hortatory appeal. I[t.is 
always easy to ignore details of observance : but the ease {is aggravated when 
the details seem to be absorbed by the whole. Yet everything great is done by 
an infinite number of little gradations, and obedience to the sovereign duty 
seems incompatible with disobedience to subordinate duties, . 

When the dush of enthusiasm fades, and the instant presence of the ideal 
returns to its limbo of dim futurity, the problems of detailed obedience to God's 
law,as discipline and means, must vex those members of the West London Syna- 
gogue whom Mr, Joseph's sermon best succeeded in arousing,

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HOLINESS—ISRAEL’S IDEAL. 


A SerMon PREACHED aT THE BERKELEY STREET SYNAGOGUE ON THE 7TH 
OF JANUARY, 1803, 


BY THE REV. MORRIS JOSEPH. 


“ Ye shall be holy, for I the Lord your God am holy.” —Levit. xix. 2. 

It is a familiar text, but one that will fully repay consideration. Two 
distinct conceptions are here set forth : the duty of holiness, and the holiness of 

od as man’s inspiration, They are both notable conceptions, We are 

accustomed to the idea of sanctity as the distinguishing badge of Israel. It is 
an idea which finds expression again ard again in the Pentateuch. It is the very 
keystone of Judaism. But I question whether we have sounded all the depths 

its wondrousness. For certainly the idea is without parallel in any other 
teligious system, A horde of slaves is ransomed from bondage by the Divine 
Hand itself—and ransomed, not as other races are, to do its own pleasure, to be 
entirely master of itself for good or for evil, but to:rivet about its neck at once 
the bay of duty. It is released, not the more freely to minister to itself, but 
the better to lose all thought of itself in devotion to God. | 

This liberated people is to be bound in the chains of obligation—obligatioii, 
too, ffom Which the rast of mankindis free. Its liberty is to be hallowed by a 
unique self-renunciation, by a Surpassing nobility of life, which is to single it out 
from all the world. It is to be God's own people, dowered with the promise 
of the Divine love; but that love it must win—win by cbedience 
to exceptional Jaws, by an inward conflict mére usually 
painful, by a continuous striving after lofty ideals for which no 
other minds can find a plate. It is to be Giod’s people by being a holy people. 
Amid a whole world’s cOrruption this race is to exist, the visible embodiment of 
purity. Dwelling on earth, it is to be in touch with Heaven. It isto be a 
sanctuary in the world’s desert, a witness for eternal truth, a living sermon 
about duty. It is to be the army of the Lord, fighting under His banner, 
silently, but victoriously. Truly a wonderful idea! 7 
_ No less remarkable is the second conception embodied in the text. Israel 
is to be holy, because the Lord his God is holy. This sanctity, which is to 
distinguish him from all the other races of men, is to be no narrow, no superficial 
maintliness, but broad and high and deep, reaching and colouring the very 
Springs of life and being: for it is to find its sourcé, its impulse, in the infinite 
sanctity of the Supreme Himself. The very thought of the Divine purity must 
suffice to make the Israelite pure. God has taken him by the hand, atid 1s 
leading him forth into the fuller light of liberty; Lis hand must be worthy of 
that hallowed touch. The Divine Presence is moving in the midst of the 

eople ; the whole camp is made glorious, Where, then, is the man who will 

not strive to make his hfe sublime, not altogether undeserving of that splendid 
resence ? Where is the man. at least, who will not be ashamed of the sin 
whose deformity fiust stand forth in hideous relief against the Heavenly glory 
that dwells about him? Where is the man who will not be afraid lest one 
unworthy act of his may banish that glory from Israel, and cause God to turn 
away, rejected, estranged? Here, then, 18 a péwerfiil testraint upon the baset 
impulses, a mighty incentive to the holiness which makes thé ideal. God is “a 
devouring fire,’ not only in the sense of a dread avenging power, but ina far 
more winning sense” too—in the sense, namely, of a pure flame that burfis up 
ever ¥ ignoble longing, by filling the heart With a positive hatred of sin and its 
degradation. Yes, its degradation. For the text breathes nota word about 
punishment for transgression; but what it more than hints at, is the shame of 


transgression. ‘‘ Ye shall be holy, for I the Lord yoii? God am holy.” No 


appeal is here made to man’s abject terrors, The mere thought of the Divine 
holiness is to suffice for him both as bridle and spur—the bridle on his baser 
promptings, the sptr to his higher yearnings. That thought is to be—must be— 
an all-sufticient consecration. For he who rises to the conception of the 
Supreme as the type of moral beauty, binds himself by the very conception to 
make his life harmonise with that ideal loveliness. Every act, every desire, 
every thought of his that is palpably at variance with the Divine type—every 
sin, in short=is a rebuke; it is a voice testifying that he has fallen. He has 
beheld the Highest, bowed before its beauty, desired to draw near to it, and 
yet has chosen the lowest. Like the elders of old, he has seen the God of 
srael, seen the pavement of sapphires beneath His feet, seen a purity wrought 
out of the very Heaven, and yet has eaten and drunk! When such a man 
awakes to his degradation, what need has he of punishment as we usually 
understand it? His chastisement.is in himself—in his shame, which stings him 
like a scorpion, 


It is wonderful to think that the text may suggest all this. Truly, it is the 


glory of our Bible that, ancient though it is, it enshrines truths, sublime, 
imperishable, that may fitly be the seed of a world’s religion. And thus we are 
brought face to face with the practical aspect of the text: “ Ye shall be holy ’"— 
it is the mandate of modern, no less than of ancient Israel; and to-day, as of 
old, the holiness enjoined is of the most comprehensive kind, not ceremonial 
merely, but moral and spiritual, not only the purity which rightly shrinks from 
defiling food, but that which reaches to the very foundations of character, 
exalting it, teansfiguring it. We are still God's people; for the one dis- 


_tinguishing duty of the elect is stillincumbent upon us—the duty of leading 


godly lives—lives that ennoble us, and which haply may help, by the force of 
example, to ennoble others. I know that some may find these words hard to 
accept. The idea of Israel being the chosen of. God—nay, as possessing a 
mindate in these days—is repugnant to certain minds as savouring of arrogance. 
But surely it 18 in no such spirit that we cherish this idea. If we Jews believe 
that we still have a mission, it 1s because every line of our wondrous history 
supports the belief. For the survival of Israel is no accident—there are no 
such things as accidents in the broad features of national destiny. If our race 
has survived, it is because its life-work is not yet done. And what is that 


work, if it be not that which hes in the domain of religion and righteousness— 
_ religion, which has been the salvation of Israel,righteousness for the teaching of 


privileges, but 


which he has had, as Matthew Arnold has ppc out, a special genius, even 
as Greece had an intense feeling for art, and Rome a transcendent aptitude for 


“government. Noris the doctrine of the election of Israel open to the charge of 


arrogance. For if we have been chosen, it is not, as our sorrowful annals on'y 
too eloquently teach, for special blessings on earth ; and as for Heaven. that we 
declare is open to every good man, whatever his religion, No; not 
obligations—obligations which devolve upon us_ alone 
among the whole of mankind—that is what we have gained with our 
Judaism ; that is the boon which the Divine choice has bestowed upon Israel. 
‘Truly, our wise teachers use fitting language when they 'speak of the “ yoke of 
the Kingdom of Heaven.’’ For a yoke it has been—though cheerfully, 
heroically borne. . Were they arrogant who declared the honour of bearing it to 
be their birthright ? I do not deny that we regard ourselves as being the people 
that “ keepeth the truth,’ and as being charged with theduty of preaching it. 
Rut in so regarding ourselves, do we make a greater claim than is put forth by 
any religiontst who sincerely cherishes his creed ? He, too, believesithat Godjhas 
entrusted him with the true faith, and has called upon himtospread it. He, 
too, hasa divinely-appointed mission ; he, too,is of the elect. Could we Jews 
make a lessclaim on our behalf,and remain Jews ? 

The command, then, to be holy as God is holy, is our charter; to obey it 
constitutes the only privilege we have; it is the one instrument tor accom: 


plishing the purpose for which we have been formed into a people. God and | 


| 
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Ourselves and with the world, even as they were the ideas for which, as we 
have read this morning, Moses was called upon to contend with Pharaoh, the 
unbeliéver, thé tyrant, who denied God, and trampled His laws under foot, 
To-day, at the end of the 19th century, we are summoned by the Divine 
voice, speaking in the inspiring traditions of our race, to take our part in the 
momentous drama which, begun in Egypt in that far-off age, has been continuously 
enacted ever since. Where is the heart that can hear this call, and remain un- 
moved ? Where is the Jew who will not range himself on the side of the 
Suprette, on the side of historic Israel, and avowedly live for holiness in the sight 
of the world ? as | 

But what is this holiness which is to be our highest rule ? The answer is to 
be found again and again in the fervent exhortations of Law-giver and Prophet 
and Sage—nay, it is to be found in the lives of the great—lives that have mada 
Jewish history glorious for all time. Personal sanctity, which keeps the 
physical frame a fit receptacle for the divine soul; domestic purity, in respect of 
which a great philosopher has declared that our people “stand out like a pro- 
montory in the histcry of the past, singular and unapproached”’ ; justice to all 
men; loving thought, loving belp for all that are cays ladesi-- tot the poor, 
for the suffering, for the workman groaning under his burden—these, 
iver ge by reverence for the abiding presence of (tod, are the Jewish ideals, 
earnt from the Scriptural page, and cherished by devoted hearts through the 
centuries, And the Jewish ideals must they remain. Whatever the changes in 
store for Judaism, these virtues must be preserved intact. The mere externals of 
religion may be modified, but the conception of the God-inspired life, with the 
mission which assigns that life to us as a people—this must be for ever inviolate, 
for it is the very core of Judaism ; it is our holy of holies. To guard that in- 
niost shrine is a task that may well rally to it all the enthusiasm of Israel), and 
make him truly one in spite of his differences. Those who are content to stand 
in the old paths, and those who, witha wider religious outlook, are pressing 
ever forward, may join hands in the effort, dear to both alike, to increase the 


moral stature of the race, and to strengthen its position among the forces that 


make for the world’s regeneration. Ah! it is an alluring picture that here 
unfolds itself to us: Israel united by the supreme bond of a common endeavour 
after righteousness—Israel known not for his wealth or his woridly aptitudes, 
no longer charged witha lack of spiritual depth, with being wanting in soul 
but distinguished ottly by his devotion to duty, to the glorious task of establish- 
ing on earth the Kingdoin of Heaven. 

What a powerful ethical incentive shall we ourselves not find in the thought 
that we belong to such a people, thet standing with us shoulder to 
shoulder are thousands of our brethren, all impelled by an enthusiasm for god- 
liness, which, rooted in the remote past, still lives, and, like the flaming bush of 
old, burns on and is neverconsumed, Nay, what spectacle more impressive could 
be offered to the world than that of a race banded together for holiness’ sake, and 
held together by that sublime bond alone—a race which, as it has been well ex- 
pressed, is to the ideal goodness what the statue is to the ideal of beauty—a 
‘typical people’’ showing by a concrete example what righteousness is, and how 
it may exist on this earth and in this age. 

. Lknow not if this dream will ever be realised, if we Jews will ever-rise to 
the height of our great calling, and yield ourselves to its inspiration. The 
fulfilment of our vocation is an aspiration to cherish, but let us never forget 
that if that .aspiration is ever to be fulfilled 1t can’ only be by the personal 
efforts of each one of us. Every individual, however insignificant, 
in ennobling himself makes his contribution to the ennoblement of 
the race. Jf you and I live in the spirit of our great traditions, 
and strive to make our lives conform to the beauty of holiness, 1f 
our example becomes a beacon to others whom we can influence—to 
the members of our own households, above all to the children we train—then 
we bring one step nearer that uplifting of our people, that identification of 
Israel with all that is good and true, which every pious heart among us must 
ardently long for. J pray that we may have the needful enthusiasm for this 
splendid task—yes, we especially, who, because we desire to be identified with 
the cause of religious progress , are bound by that very desire to make our 


individual lives morally and spiritually beautiful. May the time speedily come 


when a hunger and a thirst for righteousness, a consuming passion for self- 
ennoblement, shall dominate the whole House of Israel—the time foretold by 
the Prophet when “they shall teach no more every man his brother saying, Know 
the Lord: for they shall ali know Me, from the least of them unto the greatest, 
of them, saith the Lord.”

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ALSACE. 


A horrible crime has been perpetrated at Mulhausen. The victim was a 
Jewish child, nine years of age, named Blanche Kahn. A post mortem examina- 
tion of the body, which was found in the new basin of the Canal, proved that 
the poor child had been outraged and then flung alive into the water. The 


funeral assumed a public character, and was attended by the Civil and Judicial 
authorities of the town. . | 


ARABIA. 


Through the personal initiative of the Sultan a Steamship Company has b2en 
formed at Bagdad, for the purpose of maintaining a regular service along the 
Tigris from Mossul to Bassorah. Mr. Ezekiel Sassoon, formerly Notary to the 
Jewish congregation at Bagdad, has been appointed Managing Director. Mr. 
Sassoon resided for some years in Vienna, where he studied at the Oriental 
Academy. The new service is regarded as a great boon to the Jewish traders at 
Bagdad. 

Marshal Suleiman Pasha, who commanded the Turkish Army of the 
Dinub2 in tha last Russo-Tarkish war, his died at Bagdad. He was 
a great friend of the Jews, several of whom were his intimate associates in 
Bagdad. 

FRANCE. 
The list of New Year decorés in the Legion of Honour shows how exten- 


sively Jews are engaged in the public service. Two Jews have been promoted 


to be Commanders of the Order,—M. Léo Lémant, Director of the Stores 
Department of the 18th Army Corps, who has seen forty-two years of service, 
and has taken part in nine campaigns, and M. Jules Aron, Medical Inspector of 
the Section of Reserves, forty-two years of service and seventeen campaigns. 
Colonel Louis Cerf, of the Marine Artillery, is promoted an Officer of the Order. 
One of the Chevaliers is Dr. Arnold Netter, Professor at the *aculty of Medicine 
at Paris, who las received his decoration for exceptional services rendered during 
the last cholera epidemic. 


GERMANY. 
Kapellmeister Kellermann, of Munich, has been appointed Choirmaster in 
the New Synagogue, in the place of Professor Lewandowski, who has been 
pensioned. 


INDIA. 

The Beni Israel Culture Society and Library has enlisted considerable 
sympathy with their movement outside their own community. At a meeting 
held on the 18th December, addresses were delivered by the Rev. J. H. Lord, 
one of the patrons, and by Professor Wellinker, M.A., LL.B, who presided and 
joined the Society.

PERSIA. 

Notwithstanding the benevolent sentiments of the Shah and his chief 
advisers towards the Jews, the latter still continue to suffer persecution from 
au horities in towns remote from the seit of the central Government. At Zanala, 
a village situated some distance from Oormiah, the local jndge ordered a Jew to 
be killed so that he might possess himself of his victim’s beautiful wife. The 
unfortunate man’s mother appealed to the authorities at Oormiah for justice but 
without success, as the evidence of a Jew is not accepted in the Courts of Law. 
{In Oormiah itself a Jew has been obliged to embrace the Mahomedan faith in 
order to escape from further corporal punishment for the non-payment of an 
alleged debt to some Mahomedans. 


SPAIN. 

Dr. M. Kayserling, the eminent author and preacher,of Buda-Pesth, received 
many marks of attention during his visit to Madrid with the object of collecting 
material for the historical work he has been commissioned to write by the repre- 
sentative body of the Jews.in the United States on the share taken by Jews in 
the discovery of America. <A special meeting was held by the Royal Academy, 
of which Dr. Kayserling is a member, when speeches were made in his honour, 
some of the highest members of the aristocracy called upon him and invited him 
to their houses, and the (Queen Regent sent one of her Chamberlains to Dr. 
Kayserling to greet lim in ber name and to express her desire to receive him on 
her return to Madrid. Dr, Kayserling obtained valuable data at Madrid, Barce- 
lona, Saragossa and Toledo. | 


SOUTH AFRICA. 


The Rev. Harris Isaacs, of Kimberley, has accepted a three years’ engage- 
ment as Minister of the Johannesburg Hebrew Congregation. His election by 
the members was unanimous. ‘lhe congregation decided to turn out en masse 
and receive their new minister at one of the stations on the line to Johannesburg. 


Before his appointment in South Africa, Mr. Isaacs was a teacher at the Jews’ 
Free School. 


TURKEY. 
With the permission of the Sultan some hundreds of Russian Jews have 
settled in Monaster. The immigrants have been cordially welcomed by the 
popul ition, which has given them every possible assistance in smoothing away 
the difficulties which they, as strangers, have had to contend with. 


.JEWIsH Official List of Births, Deaths, and Marriages 
in England and Wales; corrected to Ist January, 182, which has just been 
issued by authority of the Registrar-General, gives a Table of Secretaries for 
Marriage registration purposes certified to the Registrar-General by the 
President of the London Committee of Deputies of the British Jews. From 
this it appears that there were sixty-five such secretaries for England and 
Wales, exclusive of those certified by the Secretary of the West London 
Synagogue of British Jews in respect of the synagogue in Berkeley Street, and 
those at Manchester and Bradford.

is, it pales, however, by the side of the gorgeous “ Miss Clarges,” by the same 


hand, to which a place of honour in the principal gallery is deservediy accorded. 
The pigments have withstood the test of time well, the pink roses on the bosom 
of the white dress, blooming still with some approach to their original hue. For 
virile treatment, and the exhaustive modelling of the face, this magnilicent por- 
trait affords a lesson to moderns. It is painful to compare it with the Sir Joshua 
Reynolds, “ Lady Elizabeth Keppel, afterwards Marchioness of Tavistock,” in the 
first Gallery, from which the colours have flown all too soon. In this portrait 
*he sitter also wears a white dress, with a lace fichu, and «a pink rose 
at the breast, but the flower of the Presid nt has not survived as has 
that of his great rival Next to “Lady Keppel” hangs ‘“ Lady 
Prescott and her three children,” by Romney, a picture in poor condition and 
apparently largely the work of pupils. Other of Mr. Raphael's Gallery are ‘ Scene 
in the Apeninnes,” by Turner, and ‘* The Wood Cutters,’ by John Crome, the 
latter master only now taking the position due to him. John Constable's view 
of “ Salisbury Cathedral ” seen through a wood, is a well-known work of the 
artist. This, or a similar rendering of the subject, was formerly in the collection 


Mr. Orrock. 


Mr. Samuel S. Joseph’s chief contribution is associated with Rembrandt and is 
presunied to be a portrait of ‘ Saskia,” the painter's first wife. The opulent figure 
clad in brocade, is all inthe manner of a great Dutchman, but when compared 
with Captain Ho! ford’s splendid ‘ Portrait of a Lady,’ it must be confessed that if 
it be a genuine Rembrandt, it is nota fine speci nen of his work. More satisfac- 
tory is Van der Neer’s “ River Scene : Daylight,” a pleasing example of a master 
to ‘vhom [-eglish landscapists owe much. Mr. Joseph's “ Halt of Cavaliers,” 
is the only Wouverman in the Exhibition, and fully maintains his reputation. 
A greater attention than usual to light and shade is apparent in the treatment 
of the group of horsemen at the door of the inn, whilst a sweep of country in the 
background lends breadth to the composition. The remaining picture from Hyde 
Park Gardens, ‘“ Merrymaking,” by Adrian van Ostade, has suffered very much in 


process of re-varnishing. 


The Italian School is not sostrong as usual, but Mr. Ludwig Mond’s “ Holy 
Family” isa Mantegna of the first quality. The treatment of the fruit and 
delicate foliage in the background betrays a sense of beauty charming to those 
susceptible to it. ‘ The Martyrdom of St. Catherine,” of the School of Giotto, 
scarcely maintains the high reputation of Mr. Mond’s collection. 

As usual the great attraction of the Exhibition are the pictures of the Early 
English School, which on the present occasion display a luxuriance and opulence 


well calculated to arouse a feeling of pride in the breasts of all Englishmen.

--accended the steps of the pulpit an unusual incident occurred. 
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THE REV. J. F. STERN ON “IMPROVIDENT 
MARRIAGES.” 


The Rev. J. F. Stern was announced as the preacher on Sabbath last at the 
Afternoon Service at the Great Synagogue. In consequence of the inclemency 
of the weather the attendance was not large, but the central benches nearest 
the Ark were well filled by a number of working men. The service was 
choral and was conducted by the Rev. A. E. Gordon, As ee 

man 
rose from hiz seat and in a, loud voice made some remark concerning the 
preacher and called upon the congregation not to listen to him, The brawler 
was Ry removed from the Synagogue by the officials and as he left the 
building he shouted to the congregants to follow him, Mr. Stern, 
who had not yet commenced his sermon, called upon the assembly to 
remain in their seats, saying with much determination, “Do not forget 
this is holy ground. No misconduct will be permitted here. If any 
word or deed of mine has met with your disapproval this is not the place to 
express it. I shall be glad to meet any of youin the Vestry Room after 
the Service or to see you at my own Synagogue any week-day morning 
between the hours of nine and eleven.’ These words had the desired effect 
and Mr. Stern was listened to with rapt attention. 

With this morning's Sedrah, the preacher said, we commenced 


once again the recital of Israel's trials and sufferings in the land of 


Egypt. It is a sad story of slavery and oppression, and as we read it we 
cannot but give a thought to the cares and sorrows that embitter the lives 
of so large a number of our brothers and _ sisters who live and 
labour in the East End ef London. Some weeks ago the charge was made 
by those who styled themselves the leaders of the Jewish unemployed, 


that the ministers of our community did not care to associate themselves with 


the working classes, that they did not sympathise with their hard lot and did not 
bestir themselves to befriend and help them in their poverty. As the Chief 
Rabbi pointed out at the time, the charge was a false one. The Jewish 
ministers of to-day—lI say it with all humility—follow the example set them by 
Moses, Israel’s first and greatest pastor, they go out among their brethren and 
look upon their burdens, and they do this, not as curious inquisitive spectators, 
but as sympathetic brothers whose hearts are full of sorrow for their suffering 
coreligionists and who are deeply interested in their desire to help them. The 
Midrash, commenting on the words “ And he looked upon their burdens,” says 
that Moses saw that the shoulders of the Israelites were not equal to the 
heavy burdens that were placed upon them; he saw the burden of the adult 
upon the shoulders of the minor, the man’s burden upon the woman. This 
is what one sees over and over again when one goes among the Jewish twilers 
. the — day, and since the burden to which I now refer is the cause 
of muc 

subject is one to which reference should be made from this pulpit. “The 
burden of the adult upon the shoulders of the young.” Marriage isa burden 
intended to be borne by adults, and when this burden is taken up by those who 
are strong enough to carry it, it seems to possess the marvellous power of 
lightening a7 other burden, and making the journey through life blessed and 
happy. But when this yoke is placed upon shoulders not quite strong enough 
to bear it, it is bereft of this magic power, and falls like a dead crushing weight 
upon those who have overestimated their capabilities. Mr. Stern then dealt in 
a very practical manner with the subject of improvident marriages, and pointed 
to the mortality returns in confirmation of the views to which he gave utterance. 
The cause of more than half the misery, poverty, disease, deformity among the 
inhabitants of our large towns, and notably in the crowded parts of East 
London is the marriage cf mere boys and girls who are in every way unfitted 
both in age, health and experience to take upon them this holy estate. The 
pie eam assured his hearers that he felt horrified when he saw bright happy 
ooking young girls sacrificing themselves by these improvident marriages to a 
life of misery, beggary and want, when by being content to eat the labour of 
their own hands for some years longer they might be leading lives of happiness 
and usefulness, and, at the same time, by gaining more knowledge and experience, 
be sowing the seed which would make marriage later on bright and happy, a 
blessing and not a curse. Mr. Stern earnestly exhorted Jewish fathers and 
mothers to show their love for their children by doing all in their power to save 
them from those cares and troubles which must inevitably follow in the wake 
of reckless and improvident marriage, and concluded by reading the 128th 
Psalm, which he placed before his hearers as a picture of happy married life, of 
the life which he prayed might be in store for them and. their children. |

THE steamship Voermannia, from Ham- 
burg, arrived in the port of New York 
on Saturday, Sept. 3rd, 1892, with cases 
of cholera on board. Many of the ship's 


company had died on the passage. At 
Hamburg and elsewhere in Europe the 
disease was raging.
